Document 1 : JP, 2003-270409, A (Fuji Pholo Film Co., Lid.), 25 September 2003 (25.09.03), [0014] 
lo [0047] and Fig. 1 & WO, 03/034104 

This document describes an anti-glare film formed by laminating a light diffusing layer 
consisting of an acrylic resin and transparent plastic particles and a low refractivity layer on triacetyl 
cellulose film. 

Document 2: JP, 09-043848, A (Fujitsu Ltd.), 14 February 1997(14.02.97) [Claim 1], [Claim 7], 
10007] to [0015] (family: none) 

This document describes a resist material which contains a resin containing repealing 
elements each consisting of a substiluenl which has a fluoroalkyl radical and a substituent which has 
a bornane ring. 

However, there is no mention of an optical thin film formed from a copolymer containing at 
least one type of (meta) acrylic acid repeating unit with a perfluoroalkyl radical on carbon no. 8 or 
higher, and at least one type of (meta) acrylic acid repeating unit with a bornane ring. This point is not 
obvious to a person skilled in the art. 
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
